Area targeted for health study

GRANITE CITY — As many as 900 
residents of the Quad City area are being 
asked to participate-in a study to deter- 
mine the relationship between heavy met- 
als in the environment and the concen 
tration of those substances found in the 
body 

According to Tom Long of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, the study 
will include neighborhoods within and sur 
rounding the U.S. EPA Taracorp Super 
fund cleanup area. The two-phase study is 
designed to determine to what degree 
exposure to metals — especially lead in 
soil, in house dust, in paint and in the 
air — affects health hazards 

The study is being funded by a grant 
from the Agency for Toxic Substances. 
and Disease Registry, and-is expected to 
cost nearly $750,000, Long said 

The study will be conducted in two 
phases, and will require 100 percent coop 


eration from participants, Long said 

The first se will be a census, to be 
conducted r-to-<door July 8-16, of those 
individuals living near the allegedly con- 
taminated areas of Granite City, Madison 
and Venice. Questions to be asked include 
age, gender, race and other demographic 
data of residents necessary to select 
potential participants in the second phast 
Long emphasized that all information col 
lected will be kept confidential 

The second phase of the study, to take 
place in mid-to-late August, will consis} of 
a questionnaire interview and biomedical 
(blood and urine) sampling of the partici 
pants Environmental samples will also 
be collected at the time. 

A control group, from an as yet unde 
termined location, will also undergo the 
procedures for comparison. 

Samples will be sent to the laboratory 
at St. Elizabeth Medical Center, and labs 
in Atlanta and another location not yet 
specified, to determine if disease; or tis

EDWARDSVILLE Amid 

allegations of political favoritism 
and hints of racism, the Madison 
County Board Friday approved

years, the two board members 
most affected by the change, 
Herbert “‘Junior’’ Milton of Dis, 
trict 22 and Frank Dutko of Dis- 
trict 24, voted in favor of the 
redistricting in. 

Milton ai Dutko, both live in 
the new District 22 
—Under the new plan, District 
24 will include Moro precinct 2, 


Edwardsville precincts 12 and - 


21, and Ft. Russell precincts 1, 3 
and 5 

Dunstan said that the average 
district population of 8,668 was 
derived from information 
obtained from the 1990 Census, 
which listed the total county pop- 
ulation as 251,379, 

The two black members of the 
board, Don Garrett, District 23, 
and Albert Charleston, District 
8, were the most vocal opponents 
of the plan. 

Garrett said he had “serious 
reservations"’ about the map.
